They may make it all right, 
but I do not see how some folks 
are ever going to get inside the 
pearly gates. The Bible cer- 
tainly teaches restitution, but 
some folks do not seem to re- 
store. With a Christian a debt 
never gets too old to pay. A man 
May get too poor to pay, but 
certainly not too old. Some peo- 
ple. I know who claim to be re- 
ligious, owe debts too old to be 
collected by law and accumu- 
late and live high but they seem 
to have no thought or concern 
about that back debt. 

I’ve heard of scores and hun- 
dreds of men who have had to 
pay for stolen chickens, stolen 
hogs, stolen sheep, stolen goods 
of different kinds before God 
would ever forgive their sins 
and save them. Others have 
had to promise the Lord that 
they would pay debts and re- 
store property, or give them- 
selves up to the authorities 
when they had been fleeing 
from justice. Usually a good 
red rot revival in a community 
replenishes the till of the neigh- 
borhood merchant. Old store 
accounts that were forgotten 
have been hunted up. The Ho- 
ly Ghost, will unearth things that 
have been lying dormant and 
forgotten for years, 


A certain brother tried to get 
sanctified. He had done all he 
knew, he said. Prayed, cried, 
consecrated, believed the best 
he could, tried to take it by dry 
faith, even tried to claim the ex- 
perience without anything hav- 
ing taken place in the heart. 
But everything failed. Noth- 
ing at all doing. God just sim- 
ply would not do it. At last 
while in prayer alone the form 
of something seemed to begin to 
show itself to his vision. It 
kept on developing and bright- 
ening until finally he saw a full 
grown sheep. He tried to brush 
the vision from his mind think- 
ing it was only imagination, but 
it would not leave. Every time 
he went to” prayer that sheep 
vision went with him. He tried 
in vain,,to pray over it and 
around it, but his prayers were 
worthless. The heavens seemed 
like brass and the sheep was 
constantly before him. 

“What does this mean?” he 
cried, in the agony of his soul. 
“What have Ito do witha 
sheep? Help me, Lord! Show 
me what this*means or take it 
out of my way for I want to be 
sanctified wholly.” After a few 
hours of honest searching and 
waiting, the explanation came 
clear to his mind. It had been 
about twelve years since he was 
driving a flock of sheep to mar- 
ket and as he was passing a 
neighbor’s pasture one of his 
neighbor’s sheep jumped out in- 
to the road with the sheep and 
was driven off to the market 
with the other skeep and sold. 

This incident had long been 
forgotten. It was not present- 
ed when he was converted, but 
now that he wanted to get sanc- 
tified it came with ‘such force 
that there was no getting away 
from it. What must he do? He 

as ashamed to go to his neigh- 

r and tell him about it. And 
it had been so long, and when 
he made no pretense of religion, 
and what’s the use of stirring 
up old things any way? He 
reasoned and tried to pray, but 
his prayers were nothing, for he 
was dry and powerless. This 
continued for days, while his 


conviction deepened. He be- 
gan to feel that his case was 
hopeless. But the good Spirit 
was faithful and, held the sheep 
before him and the conviction 
on him. He was miserable. He 


miserable condition. The bur- 
den finally got so heavy that it 
was crushing him and he felt 
himself almost dropping into 
hell. With a tremendous effort 
he decided he would go to his 
neighbor, tell him about the 
sheep and pay him for it. This 
decision did not release him, but 
he went over the way and told 
all about the sheep incident and 
laid the money over into the 
hands of his farmer friend. The 
friend was very kind and com- 
mended him for his good deci- 
sion and the affair was over. 
The brother went home feeling 
that he had atleast done his 
duty. Soon he was back at the 
meeting, and the way-was clear 
because when he commenced to 
pray there was no sheep there. 
The first altar service witnessed 
a number that had found their 
way to the Lord, and among 
them was the sheep troubled 
brother. He was_ restored to 
salvation and sanctified wholly 
and his face shone bright as he 
testified to what the Lord had 
done for his soul. His wasa 
real experience that made him 
clean and pure and ready for 
heaven. And a man like that 
will surely make it through. 

I know of some who have 
professed religion, lived a very 
good life a little while, but soon 
they were tripped up and went 
down. Examine those lives and 
there will almost always be 
found a black place that they 
have refused to brighten by con- 
fession, paying back bills, secu- 
rity debts, stolen goods, cheats 
in trades, or something that that 
blessed faithful Spirit had His 
eye on. I have watched a num- 
ber of cases without saying any- 
thing to any body about them. 
I have never seen it fail. Unless 
a good foundation is laid by 
making a clean breast of every- 
thing and paying up or promis- 
ing to do it as soon as possible 
it is only a matter of time till 
the good sweet experience has 
gone to the wind. 


A certain man had been con- 
verted, backslidden and_ re- 
claimed several times. Another 
time came for making a start 
again. His heart was tender 
and all broken up. He asked 
meto pray for him. I had 
prayed and helped him up sever- 
al times before. This time I sat 
down to talk the matter over 
with him. I went over the past 
and showed him that there must 
undoubtedly be something back 
in his life that he never got out 
of the way which was -the 
cause of his downfall so much. 
At first he tried to evade. my 
questions and put on an air of 
confidence. But I kept right 
after him. I said, “I will not 
pray for your salvation any 
more until I can have some 
assurance of you going to the 
very bottom of your life and 
straightening up what is always 
causing your downfall. The 
Spirit was close by and soon a 
seriousness came over him and 
he began to pour out*a stream 
of thefts, and other things that 
he was guilty of and had never 
submitted himself to justice nor 
tried to pay for the stolen prop- 





erty nor even confess and ask 
for mercy and forgiveness. The

question was now before him. 
It was either make these things 
right, straighten up and be a 
Christian, or turn to something 
worse the other way. He was 
in the balance for several min- 
utes. I prayed, I pleaded and 
waited. I knew what had to be 
done if he ever became a Chijs- 
tian. At length he raised him- 
self up and with a hard, deter- 
mined expression on his face 
said, “I'll not doit.” I still 
begged him and tried to show 
him it was better to meet those 
people he had wronged, ask 
their mercy and pardon, pay 
for the stolen goods than to go 
to hell and suffer the’agonies of 
death forever and ever. But all 


was vain. He still insisted, ‘Tl 
not do it. I can’t afford to face 
it. I will lose my standing. I 


can’t meet the men with such 
acknowledgements ‘on my lips.” 


I hung my head for sorrow. 
He and I were good friends, but 
the thing was over. Conviction 
left him. I have not seen him 
for many long years, but have 
heard that he went from bad to 
worse and has never tried to 
seek salvation since. His pre- 
cious wife, who was once a 
bright Christian, was dragged 
into thieving and God only 
knows what will become of 
them. They held their heads 
up in the community and I nev- 
er heard of them being taken to 
prison, but the cases were plain 
to those who claimed to know. 


Many other similar cases 
could be cited to prove that God 
demands a straigthening up of 
back lives to get clear through 
to heaven. He knows when the 
very last barrier is out of the 
way. And the fire will usually 
fall when the last ditch is 
crossed and the last bridge 
burned. It was certainly an 
amusing sight to see what hap- 
pened next morning after a 
heartsearching sermon and a 
deeper searching by the Holy 
Ghost the night before. There 
was Mr. B. with a sack of, flour 
on his shoulder hurrying down 
the way just at break of day, 
there was uncle Billie S. going 
the other way just as fast as his 
feet could take him, carrying a 
ham of meat, but the funniest 
of all were the young men slip- 
ving up at the back fence toss- 
ing the chickens into the back 
yards. They were taking things 
home. And it was time, but let 
me tell you, the revival fire broke 
into that neighborhood about 
right and hundreds were swept 
into the kingdom. 


I was once preaching at F. 
and one night that I specially 
remember, after the sermon 
was over, a fine looking gentle- 
man came walking up the aisle. 
I met him.at the altar, took him 
by the hand, expecting him to 
ask for prayer. ‘‘Well,” he be- 
gan, “that sermon has cost me 
around hundred dollars.” At 
first I wondered if I had hit on 
something that suited him so 
well that he was going to give 
me one hundred gollars. But I 
was soon put right as he went 


ly one hundred dollars toa 
party in the state of Kansas. I 
do not have to pay it, yet I just- 
ly owe it. It could not be col- 
lected by law and I guess I 
would not be required to pay it 
if I were not able to pay it, but I 
am able. I have the money, 
and the man to whom T owe it 
needs it. I had made up my 
mind that I would never pay it, 
but tonight I saw myself drop- 
ping into hell and that hundred 
dollars was weighting me down, 
down, down. I don’t want to 
go to hell. I had a good mother 
and she made me promise her 
on her dying bed that I would 
meet her in heaven, and I want 
to keep that promise, but I am 
now fully convinced that I'll 
never see the angel face of my 
dear old mother if I do not pay 





on to say, “I owe a bill of exact- 





that man his money.” By this 
time the tears were raining from 
his eyes. It is hardly worth 
while telling that my eyes were 
somewhat motstened also. 
“Now,” he said, “I want you to 
pray for me, I want to meet that 
dear old mother who clapped 
her bony hands and rejoiced 
and shouted her way into heav- 
en.” By this time we were both 
ready to pray about right. I 
have but little recollection - of 
what was going on in the con- 
gregation after I first met the 
man at the altar, but just a faint 
notice of an altar full of seekers 
and hearing the cries and plead- 
kings as they prayed and wept 
their way to the cross and found 
the Savior. I never heard of 
that man any more, but I sup- 
pose he is now in heaven with 
that{Rainted mother, for I could 
not think of him failing to enter 
in after the confession, decision 
and prayers of that night. 

\ I tell you, beloved, I am 
afraid of selfishness. I had rath- 
er die a pauper and be buried in 
the potter’s field than to’ keep 
some body’s money and not pay 
them what I owe them and lose 
my soul by the transaction. I 
suppose a person might be re- 
duced to poverty by misfor- 
tunes, sickness in the fam- 
ily, and other ills, and be 
excused and go into glory, 
but I do not know just 
where the line is drawn. I 
notice that when men are about 
to die they often get in a hurry 
to get their business _ straight- 
ened up, and their debts paid or 
in a shape that they can be. Not 
long since a dear man who had 
been lingering between life and 
death for weeks called one of 
his friends to his bedside and 
reached up and pulled him 
down and whispered something 
in his ear about a note that 
was unpaid. He was restless 
about it, and he could not be 


‘| satisfied until his friend prom- 


ised to take care of it for him. 
He was not able to pay it, his 
family was reduced to poverty 
so they could not pay it, and 
this-friend was kind enough to 
promise him that he would pay 
it and told him not to let it 
bother him any longer. What 
relief it seemed to give him! The 
man died in a few hours and I 
suppose went to heaven, and 
his friend, true to his word, paid 
the note off so that was not 
against him. 

But I’m afraid of such _hair- 
breadth escapes as that if that 
were one. It is not every one 
that can get some friend to pay 
off some obligation in the very 
last moments and expect no 
returns. But this man did that 
to give his dying friend a satis- 
fied mind and conscience with 
which to die. If that is paying 
a man’s way into heaven I guess 
there could be no objections, 
and I do not say that it is, but 
I do say that if it took that to 
save the man’s soul, it was 
worth-all it cost and the friend 
who paid the debt will certain- 
ly reap a rich reward. 

It is usually considered that 
it is not the man that would pay 
if he could that loses his soul 
over his debts, but it is the man 
that could pay -and won’t. 
Whether this is the correct view 
or not I am.sure some could do 
better than they do and where 
this is the case I’m afraid they 
may not make it through. 


I am now ‘going to close this 
message, and it can be taken for 
what it is worth. It is not giv- 
fen to condemn those who. are 
doing their best, but rather to 
show that a debt never gets too 
old to pay, and should be paid 
even if fortune does not crown 
one’s efforts for twenty, thirty 
rand forty years after the debt 
is made. I want the world to 
know that our people will pay 
old security debts and every- 
thing else if they ever get able

Ques. What did we decide as 

what the beast out of the sea rep- 
entca? 

ns. The beast out of the sea 
represents the antichrist with his 
governmental powers. 

Ques. What did his coming from 
the sea represent? 

Ans. It doubtless represents the 
rising of his kingdom out from 
among the people. 

Ques. What is the meaning of this 
other beast coming out of the earth? 

Ans. In this instance the Greek 
word for earth is (ge) which means 
not only the terrestrial globe, but the 
inhabitants as well, therefore, it 
would give no violence to good reason 
to state that this beast will not only 
come from the earth (raised from 
dust) but as'a beast in governmental 
powers, he will arise from among the 
inhabitants. 

Ques. Why were two horns rep- 
resented on this beast, but like the 
horns of a lamb? 

Ans. “He is to be the prophet of 
the antichrist, doubtless, he will 
wear priestly robes and look very 
pious and perform great miracles. 
Power will be given to him to enforce 
his doctrines and teachings upon the 
people. This spiritual power and 
temporal power then, doubtless, an- 
swers to that of the two horns. 

Ques. Where will he get his 
power for performing his great 
feats? 

Ans. He, like the antichrist, will 
be moved upon by Satan, this is why 
he speaks as a dragon. 

ues. What is said of the power 
of this beast? 

Ans. Verse 12 says, “He exerciseth 
all the power of the first beast.” 

Ques. Could the first beast (anti- 
christ) perform miracles? 

Ans. Yes, because he was wholly 
prompted by Satan and Satan’s power 
is very great. 

Ques. What will this false prophet 
cause the inhabitants to do? 

Ans. He will cause (Syriac, se- 
duced) the inhabitants to worship 
the antichrist whose deadly wound 
was healed. Verse 12. 

Ques. How ‘will this beast with 
lamb like horns seduce the _ people 
to worship the antichrist? 

Ans. He will do it by the great 
wonders that he will perform in the 
sight of the beast (antichrist). Verses 
13, 14. 

Ques. What is one of the wonders 
he will perform? 

Ans. He will call fire down from 
above. Verse 13. 

Ques. What does John say that 
these miracles will do for the people? 


Ans. They will be deceived by 
them. Verse 14. 

Ques. What other thing will he 
do by authority of which the horns 
represent? 

Ans. He will cause an image of 
the antichrist to be made. Verse 14. 

Ques. What, by the authority of 
these horns, will he further do? 

Ans. He will force the inhabitgnts 
to worship this image on the penalty 
of death if they do not. Verse 15. 

Ques. What will he do to the 
image to more fully deceive the peo- 
ple? 

Ans. He will cause it to talk. 

Ques. How could this be? 

Ans. By the aid of demons. They 
will do the talking. 

Ques. What will this false prophet 
do to all classes who worship this 
image or offer allegiance to the 
antichrist? 

Ans. He will cause them to Tre- 
ceive a mark in their right hands or 
in their foreheads. Verse 16. 

Ques. Of what will the mark con- 
sist? - 

Ans. It will be a certain peculiar 
mark, or the antichrist’s name or his 
number, either one will do to identify 
them with. Verse 17. 

Ques. What is the number of his 
name said to be? 

Ans. The number of his name is Six 
hundred threescore and six. 

Ques. Why will this mark be placed 
upon his subjects? 

Ans. So that they may have some 
privileges that others who will not 
receive the mark will not have. 

Ques. What are some of the privi- 
leges? : 

Ans. They may buy and sell, while 
a general boycott will go on against 
those who will not receive the mark. 
Also the saints will be slain, those 
who stand true and refuse to bow 
down to his image and offer allegiance 
to him by receiving his mark. 


Ques. What is to happen to the peo- 
ple who reeeive the mark? 

Ans. They shall drink of the wine 
of the wrath of God which shall be 
poured out undiluted here during the 
tribulation, then afterwards they shall 
be tormented with fire and brimstone 
in the lake of fire forever. Chap. 
14:10; 21:8. 

Ques. What will become of this 
false prophet? 

Ans. He, with the antichrist, will 
be taken and cast alive into the lake 
of fire which burns with brimstone. 
Chap. 19:20. These are the two 
beastly men who shall be cast into 
the lake of fire, it is not the govern- 
ment or even their armies at this 
time, for their armie will be burned 
up at Tophet and will be ashes under 
the saints’ feet. Their spirits will 
go to hades to await the last resur- 
rection a thousand years later, at 
which time death and hades will give 
up their inhabitants to appear at the 
great white throne and then be cast 
into the lake of fire where the other 
twe men (antichrist and false proph-

jet) will have been for one thousand 
years. 

Ques. What does 
stand for? 

Ans. It is a bad number, figures 
represent sOmething, and six repre- 
sents something bad or wicked. 

Ques. What would three sixes rep- 
resent? , 

Ans. If one six is bad, three sixes 
would be triple bad, representing 
perhaps, Satan, antichrist and proph- 
et. 

Ques.. What does 666 numerically 
represent in verse 18? 

Ans. They represent the numeri- 
cal value of the letters of the anti- 
christ’s name. 

Ques. Is there just one name that 
will figure out 666? 

Ans. No. There are many names 
that will figure out 666, hundreds of 
commentators have suggested names, 
because it happened to figure out 
666 from some alphabet, either Greek 
Hebrew or Latin. Some have figured 
that the pope will be the antichrist 
because the name on his crown 
figures to be 666. Some say that 
Nero will be the antichrist, others 
say Napoleon. Many names have 
been suggested and figured to be 
666. They can’t all be right, but 
there is one somewhere. 

Ques. What then shall we decide 
about the 666? 

Ans. I am sure it represents the 
name of . the beast but in order to 
get the name that the 666 repre- 
sents, we_must find one that corre- 
sponds to the other prophecies that 
apply to the beast. \ 

Ques. What are some of them? 

Ans. He is the king of the north. 
He is the eighth king of one of the. 
seven heads. He is the one that was 
slain but will come to life. He is 
the fellow that took away the daily 
sacrifice, and will be repeated. He 
is the fellow that the inmates of 
Sheol rose up to meet when he went 
to be with them. He is the king of 
Babylon in Isaiah. He is the As- 
syrian of Jeremiah, and the Roman 
in Luke 21; Dan. 9. These are some 
marks of identity. If we can learn 
the many names that figure 666, one 
that will fit these marks of identity, 
surely we will have him located. I 
will say his grave is not on this side 
of the ocean yet I will not appear so 
dogmatical as to say publicly who he 
is, but‘ will leave this for meditation. 

Ques. Who is to be the false 
prophet? 

Ans. Some say that this beast 
from the earth is the-United States. 
If the first beast is a man ruling a 
great government and the ten horns 
are ten great kings that give their 
power and strength to the beast, it 
is just as reasonable that the second 
beast is a man. And as _ the anti- 
christ has with him a prophet who 
will be cast into the lake of fire at 
the same time, not the United 
States cast in with the anti- 
christ, but a prophet. The United 
States will not call fire down from 
heaven, neither will she as a great 
nation perform many miracles more 
than the people of other nations. 
Neither do the horns represent the 
two great parties, Republican and 
Democrat. If this were so _ there 
should have been signs of other little 
horns cropping out, representing other 
political parties. The two horns of 
this beast from the earth were soft, 
tender horns like lamb’s horns, rep- 
resenting nothing more than.a smooth 
mouth prophet, yet with spiritual and 
temporal power. 


Ques. Who could more fully rep- 
resent this prophet than the betrayer 
of our Lord? é 

Ans. Some may think this rath- 
er dogmatical but the Bible is our 
guide. Judas went to his place, 
doubtless, signifying that there was 
a place for Judas to be kept for this 
last event, like Enoch and Elijah 
are kept in their places to later fill 
their part. Judas was Satan’s mas- 
terpiece in trying to do away with 
Jesus at the first. Satan is deter- 
mined to not be outdone and doubt- 
less, he yet will bring forth his mas- 
ter-piece (Judas) to make another 
desperate effort. Who could better 
fill the bill than Judas? 

Ques. What two men in the Bible 
are referred to as “son of perdition”? 

Ans. There are only two men 
mentioned as the son of  perdition 
and that is Judas and the antichrist 
which doubtless means born out of 
perdition. All wicked men_= are 
doomed to perdition but not to come 
out, these will come forth from this 
place, therefore, will be sons of per- 
dition. 

Ques. Who is to be over the 
propRet and who is to stand by him 
that stands over the prophet? 

Ans. You say at once, “The anti- 
christ will be over the prophet, and 
Satan will stand by the antichrist. 

Ques. What statement do we have 
in Psalms about this? 

Ans. “Set thou a wicked man 
over him; and let Satan stand at his 
right hand. When he shall be judged, 
let him be condemned; and let his 
prayer become sin. Let his days be 
few; and let another take his of- 
fice.”

“Go, gather together all the Jews 
that are present in Shushan, and fast 
ye for me, and neither eat nor drink 
three days, night or day: I also and 
my maidens will fast likewise; and 
so will I go in unto the king, which 
is not according to the law: and if I 
perish, I perish.” Esther 4:16. 


All Bible students know the story 
of the beautiful Queen Esther, who 
made this wonderful decision, yet we 
feel it good to look d-eper into this 
beautiful life, to better understand its 
true spiritual meaning. As Job said 
in chapter 42:5, “I have heard of thee 
by the hearing of the ear: but now 
mine eye seeth thee.”
